COAt .MINES ItEOULATION ACT. 

Adjourned committee Coal Mines Re- 
gulation Act, Mr, Cowan in tho chair. 

Hon Mr. Dtinsinuir said ho had little 
more t« say on the Chinese clause. The 
Chinamen were a danger or they were 
not. He had stated that he would not. 
vote on the clause the other day, but 
since then he had reconsidered that de- 
cision and would cast his vote against it. 
Besides being the largest coal owner iu 
the province, he also represented those 
who had coal lands, and who might work 
them some day. He considered that it 
was liisduty in order to advance the pro- ; 
gress of the country to see that fuel was 
produced at a cheap Rite, for without that 



to legislate against trade and commerce it 
was quite u different thing. Ho would be 
compelled to vote against tho clause, how- 
ever desirable on other grounds it might 
bo. 

Mr. Fry was glad to hear that the 
clause was unconstitutional, as it coin- 
cided with his own opinion. Ho did not 
think that it was desirable on other 
grounds that the clause should be inserted. 

Mr. Orr, taking into consideration the 
petitions which had been received from 
Westminster, in justice to his constitu- 
ents ho would have to vote that tbo clause 
stand. 

Mr. Role said that if every man in the 
province signed a petition and it was 
not within the scope of the legislature to 
accede to its request, he would not 
comply with it. 

Mr. Soinlin favored the Chinese clause. 

Mr. Duck said that they had thu assur- 
ance of the largest coal owner in the pro- 
vince that Ohinosu were not a danger to 
tho mines. A general statoinont was 
mado in the petitions presented to the 
Iioubo that Chinese were dangerous, but 
the evidence submitted proved rather thu 
reverse. The expulsion of Chinese would 
tend to cripple tho coal industry. 
It had been claimed on the strength 
of other legislation against the 
Chinese, which had been declared legal, 
that the present clause was within tho 
scope of this house to enact. The acts 
referred to had been to regulate who 
should be employed on works constructed 
or aided by government UKunes. with 
which they had a perfect right to deal. 
But when they commenced to deal with 
private enterprises they were certainly 
going beyond their powers, and could not 
constitutionally enact such a measure as 
that at present under consideration. 

Mr. Humphreys spoko iu favor of the 
clause. 

Committee reported progress and will 
sit again Tuesday. 

PRIVILEGE. 
THU "TEASER" CASK. 

Hon. T. Davie corrected tho report of 
his remarks on the previous day iu The 
Colonist, wherein ho had been made to 
say: "Tho unfortunate man, Henry 
Moore, and others, tho pirate's who hail 
ran away with tho steamer, had not stood 
iheir trial, but had cleared out and mot 
their death at the hands of the Indians."

THE ALASKA SCHOOL SYSTEM. 

Rev Sheldon Jackson's Missionary Labors— A 
Philanthropic Lady. 

Rev. Sheldon Jackson, D.D., United 
Slates General Agent of Education in 
Alaska, who is at present in the city 
awaiting the departure of the steamship 
Idaho for Alaska, was interviewed by a 
representative of Tilt: Colonist yester- 
day, and kindly furnished the following 
information respecting the native school 
system of Alaska. Tho rev gentleman 
has just returned from a visit to the east, 
which was partly of a private and partly 
of an official nature. Last summer 
amongst tho tourists who visited Alaska 
was a lady named Mrs. Shoppard, 
daughter of thu late W. H. Vanderbilt, 
the millionaire railroad king. This lady 
was greatly interested in the Alaska 
Indian schools, and before returning 
south she expressed her willingness to pay 
all the expenses in connection with taking 
a party of the native children east, and 
providing them with a first-class education, 
This munificent offer Rev. Mr, Jackson 
gratefully accepted, and when he started 
on his eastern trip ho was accompanied by 
eight native children, five girls and three 
boys. Tho girls woro placed in Moody's 
feinalo seminary, Northliold, Mass., and 
two of the boys at Capt. Pratt's Indian 
school, Carlisle, Pennsylvania, Mrs. Shep- 
pard's offei embracing a four-year course 
and all the expenses of the children paid, 
including their passage baelc to Alaska. 
The third little boy, the youngest of the 
lot, was adopted by a Mrs. Saxman, 
whose husband was drowned in Alaska 
whilst engaged as Indian teacher there. 
Mr. Saxman and an Indian wero drowned 
while traveling in a a.inoe from one sta- 
tion to another. Mr. Saxman loft a child- 
less widow in the east, and the Indian 
left a widow and throe children, the 
youngest of whom was the little fellow 
mentioned above. When Rev. Mr. Jack- 
son wont oast he visited Mrs. Saxman and 
told her the boy was the son of the In- 
dian who was drowned with her husband, 
when she at once mado • up hor mind to 
adopt and educate him; and when Mr. 
Jackson left tho little fellow was perfectly 
happy and contented with his now life. 

Concerning the Indian school 
system of Alaska, Rov. Mr. Jackson 
said there are few people who have any 
idea of tho number of children being edu- 
cated and cared for by tho government in 
that part of the United States. Through- 
out the territory there are fifteen govern- 
ment schools with twelve hundred chil- 
dren, nearly all natives. These schools 
are situated at Hawcan, Klawack, (new) 
Metlakahtla, Fort Wrnngel, Juneau, Kil- 
lisnuo, Haines, Kadiak, Afognak, Cnga, 
Nushagak, Kuskakquim and Yukon, and 
aro entirely supported by the U. S. gov- 
ernment. 

There is also a private school for natives 
on Douglas Island, supported by the 
Quakers; a Presbyterian school at Hoonah, 
and an industrial boarding school at Sitka 
where 150 boys and girls are housed and 
fed, and in addition to their ordinary 
studies tho girls are taught sowing, cook- 
ing and washing, and the boys taught car- 
pentering, cabinet-making, boot and shoe 
making, blacksmithiug, wood carving and 
printing. In this latter branch the boys 
are especially proficient, and they print a 
small monthly paper called tho Nortli Star 
of which they are justly proud. Then 
there are Roman Catholic schools at 
Juneau, and tho Russian Greek church 
supports several parochial schools for all 
classes throughout tho territory. The 
Presbyterian church has nine ministers 
in the territory, four church organiza- 
tions and about 450 communicants; the 
Protestant Episcopal church has two min- 
isters stationed there, tho Moravian 
church two, the Baptist church one, in 
addition tw several Roman Catholic and 
< I reck clergymen. 

Rev. Mr. Jackson has been engaged in 
mission work for tho past thirty years, 
eleven of which ho has spent in Alaska 
among tho Indians. His headquarters 
are at Sitka, but ho is constantly travel- 
ling from school to school, and takes the 
greatest interest in bis work. Ho will bo 
accompanied nortli by T Mr. and Mrs. H. 
T. Lake, missionaries from Dakota, who 
propose to engage in mission work in 
Alaska. Tho reverend gentleman feel- 
ingly referred to the sad death of Rev. 
Mr. .Sheldon and Mrs. Cunningham, both 
nf whom wero earnest missionaries and 
good teachers, and their loss will not 
easily bo replaced in the mission field.

Hon. Mr. Abbott Says the Sealers' Grievances 
Will he Righted— Unrcitricted Reciprocity 
the Burden of the Conunous— Green- 
way Returns to Ottawa— The 
Budget Speech. 



[From Our Own Correspondent.] 
Ottawa, March 23. — Senator Macdon- 
ald brought up tho question of the 
Behriug's Sea seizures in the senate to- 
day. He said that when we heard of 
sealers fitting out and adding cannon 
to their outfit it was time to make a move 
before an overt act was committed that 
might causo serious trouble. Hon Mr. 
Abbott admitted tho urgency and 
importance of tho matter and had 
no objection to the correspondence and 
all tho documents being laid before tho 
house. At the same time hou. members 
should not go on the supposition that the 
United States set up a claim similar to 
that of Russia when Alaska was a part of 
tho territory of that country. It was 
certainly unfortunate that Canadian fisher- 
men had been badly treated in Behriug's 
sea but their wrongs would be righted 
eventually. The progress of diplomacy 
was slow. The American government 
had not claimed the exclusive rights of 
fishing or any other right greater that 
given them by international law. Indeed, 
some uf thoir own jurists had put it on 
record before Alaska was ceded to tho 
United States that Russia had not the ex- 
clusive right in these seas which sho 
claimed. 

In t o Commons, the debate on free 
trade with tho United States drags its 
weary length along. The division will 
not take place until Tuesday or Wednes- 
day. 

Premier Greenway has returned to 
interview Sir John Macdonald, To-day 
negotiations are progressing favorably. 

Tho budget speech will not bo delivered 
until after the Easter holidays which will 
bo from Wednesday until tho Tuesday 
following.

A 
butcher knife was Himk to tho hilt in the 
body and tho floor was covered with 
shreds of flosh, teeth and blood. 

Tho Washington capital was struck by 
lightning on Thursday, the force of tho 
stroke being sufficient to shako the vast 
marble structure and causing a panic 
among the employees of the building. 

Chief Justice Waite, of the U.S. Sup- 
remo Court, died at Washington yester- 
day morning. Deceased had boon serious- 
ly ill since Saturday last, but his death 
was unexpected. 

Col. Thos. McKissock, ox-general 
manager of tho St. Louis, Kansas City 
and Northern Railway, died at St. Louis 
yesterday. 

Tho death is announced of Goo. W. 
Cass, one of the engineers of the great 
national road and buihlor of the first 
iron bridge in the United States. 
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THE DOMINION EXHIBITION. 

Our representatives are urging the Min- 
ister of Agriculture to allot the annual 
Dominion Exhibition grant of §10,000 to 
this province this year. Tho matter was 
first brought to tho Hon. Mr, Carting's 
attention by The Colonist last November. 
British Columbia has certainly a ju=i 
claim to the grant. It has been tho cus- 
tom of the minister to pass it round to 
each province ill turn, and as the Pacific 
province has not received it yet,"a more 
favorable opportunity than this year, 
when the Provincial Exhibition will be 
held in this city and it might be made a 
grand combined exhibition, could not be 
found. Last year tho grant v.'etit to On- 
tario, in 1830 to Quebec, in 1885 to the 
Maritime Provinces. The only two prov- 
inces which have not had the grant are 
Manitoba and British Columbia. The 
chance of this province has now come. 
It will be a hard tight to get the grant, as 
Halifax is after it hotly, but if our Board 
of Trade and City Council back up the 
efforts of our representatives with vigor 
the desired result might be achieved. 



TRADE COMBINES. 



The Parliamentary Committee on al- 
leged trade combines is bound to prove 
of service to the country. Several wit- 
nesses have been examined, chiefly in re- 
gard to the sugar monopoly, but the 
scope of the enquiry before it is concluded 
will evidently bo found to be a wide one. 
Mr. Clark Wallace, the chairman, i.s in 
receipt of communications from persons 
in all parts of the country anxious to give 
evidence, but the most earnest ono is from 
a gentleman residing in York County, 
Ontario, who desires tho breaking up of 
tho undertakers' combination. The retail 
grocers who have been examined so fai 
declare they are absolutely at the mercy 
of the sugar refiners. The sugar combine 
they aver, is formed simply to sustain h 
certain price but not to boycott outsiders 
except the latter entered into competition 
by selling under manufacturers' prices. 
Ono romedy for the present evil was sug- 
gested to be in a reduction of the tariff oil 
imported sugar jjc. to Ac. If |c. < 
taken ofl" tho retailers promised to make 
things lively for tho combine.

yoar. The Queen's Printer in his report 
calls attention to the stopB which have 
been taken during the past year to tho es- 
tablishment of a Government printing 
bureau, and oxprcsaca the hope that when 
allGovernmontand Parliamentary printing 
is oxecutod by the department the piesent 
system of a profuse gratuitous distribution 
may be ended and tho butter system of 
cost-price sales, fully established in Great 
Britain, and of strictly limited circulation 
as in the United Statos, may bo success- 
fully inaugurated. In the meantime pro 
gross in that direction is being gradually 
made, and tho sales of statutes and othor 
public documents aro steadily increasing, 
and tho profuse giving away gradually re- 
duced. 

THE BEIIIUNG'S SEA DISPUTE. 

Since their arrival in Ottawa, our two 
representatives, Messrs. Baker and Prior 
have done their boat to induce tho Fed 
eral government to secure a speedy set- 
tlement of the Bohring's sea difficulty. 
Tho Government is just as anxious as tl 
representatives from tho Pacific coast to 
have tho question of jurisdiction settled. 
Tho same can hardly be said of the Amer- 
ican Government. Hun. Mr. Thompson 
has informed our correspondent that 
when these fisheries commissioners assem- 
bled at Washington a difference was dis- 
covered ill the credentials of the two 
sides. The British commissioners were 
essentially plenipotentiaries, "having full 
p. over" to treat on all subjects in dispute 
between the two countries. The Ameri- 
can representatives, however, were but 
commissioners limited in their powers to 
treat solely on tho dispute anent the At- 
lantic fisheries. Accordingly, when our 
representatives proposed that the Beh- 
ring's sea matter should be included in 
the subjects to be considered by the com- 
mission, Mr. Bayard Mid his colleagues 
promptly raised tho objection that they 
had not the necessary authority and so tho 
matter rested. Secretary Buyard has the 
reputation of being a fair-minded man, 
but if he wore anxious to remove tho 
cause of friction between Canada and the 
Status he would u<»t have gone to the con- 
ference handicapped and limited as he 
represented himself to be. The Secretary 
of State is all powerful at Washington 
and he could speedily have obtained the 
necessary credentials. The conduct of 
the United States Government in regard 
to tho Behriug's Sea matter cannot be 
palliated for a moment. It has allowed 
its three cutters, the Corwin, Bear and 
the Rush to carry things with a high 
hand in tho northern waters during the 
past eighteen months, and to commit acts 
which it would be mild to term piratical, 
as they were done under the guise of a 
friendly power. The Dominion Govern- 
ment is doing its utmost to obtain com- 
pensation for the owners of tho seized 
vessels and a final settlement of the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction; but negotiation be- 
tween Ottawa and Washington via Lon- 
don is necessarily a slow progress. It is 
hoped, however, that a conclusion will be 
reached before long.

THE TRANS-PACIFIC CABLE. 

Some time ago we announced that the 
proposal to equip the Arctic steamer 
Alert and send her out to the Pacific this 
year to survey and locate the route of the 
trans-Pacific cable- -Sandford Fleming's 
great scheme— had fallon through. When 
this announcement was first made tl) 
was a prospect that 1888 might not pass 
over without some practical steps being 
taken in the direction indicated. It may 
bo taken as a settled fact, however, now, 
that there will bo no survey of tho route 
of the proposed trans-Pacific cablo be- 
tween Victoria and Australia this year 
This is all the moro to bo regretted as 
Mr. Sandford Fleming had set his heart 
upon some practical steps being taken to- 
wards the carrying out of this great pro- 
ject and Hon. Mr. Foster had evinced 
every disposition to aid him. The respon- 
sibility for the postponement of the sur- 
vey rest with the Australian governments, 
only one of whom has so far consented to 
take part, no answers having been 
ceived from tho other governments. As 
the season is advancing tho Marine De- 
partment has had to decide to what ser- 
vice tho Alert shall bo put this year, and 
aa tho government steamer Nowlield will 
have to lay up for extensive repairs tho 
Alert is destined to take her place in tho 
buoy and supply service. 

PUBLIC PRINTING. 

By tho decision to print tho Dominion 
voters' lists in Ottawa a largo saving will 
bo effected. 1 1 is estimated that to print the 
million names lifty-seven tons of minion 
typo will bo required This will cost 
jj!4ri,000. In addition three and a half 
tons of largor type will bo required for 
head lines. This will cost $2,892. To 
hold tho type when sot, up 0,300 galleys 
aro to be provided; Tho total expenditure 
is put at 883,849, It is proposed thai all 
the names now on tho list shall bo Hot up 
and that thoy bo corrected from year to 
year, according as revisions mako it nocos- 
sary. It will tako fifr.y men 200 days to 
sot the type, and their wagos arc estimat- 
ed at 4>2tJ,Ofn>.

A vigorous opposition to any proposals 
the Dominion and Newfoundland Govern 
ments may a;_;ree to may be anticipated 
from the Liberals in Parliament. Some 
.if them have already prejudiced the 
natter claiming that if Newfoundland 
comes in it will he a bad thing for tho 
rest of the Domini. hi, their contention 
being that the expenditure of the island 
considerably exceeds its annual income, 
and moreover, that its union with Canada 
would tend to produce international com- 
plications owing to French interests in- 
volved. The prospects of Newfoundland 
coming in do not appear to be very bright 
iftor all. The anti-Cunfederation feeling 
iias always been very strong but it is just 
possible there may have been a change 
since the matter was decided upon at the 
polling booth nearly twenty years ago. 
It is not, known what impelling motive 
i.s influencing the Dominion Government, 
out doubtless tho Imperial Government 
considers that the time has arrived for 
Canada, as the lending member of the 
British Empire in America, to take charge 
of British interests on this side of tho 
water. Possibly a deputation from the 
\V03t India islands, which came to Ottawa 
a few years ago without meeting any suc- 
cess in their efforts to sectiic admission 
into the Union, may now be inclined 
unilor tho present circumstances to try a 
second time. Tho following statistics of 
the population of Newfoundland may 
bd of interest at this juncture : 
According to the latest census (that of 
1881) the total population including the 
portion of Labrador under tho island's jur- 
isdiction, was 197,589, Of tho sixteen 
districts the most populous is St. John's 
East, 21,840. The district of Twillingato 
and Fogo conies next, 20,28!), and Trinity 
I3ay third, 19,005. The population of tie 
if tho other districts are as follows: — 
Sonavista, 10,482; St. John's West, ll!,- 
21)7; Harbor Grace, L4,717;St. George and 
St. Barbe, 12,o:M; Plaoentia, 11, 833; Har- 
bor Main, 8,916; Burin, 8,726; Port-de- 
(Jravo, 8,085; Bay do Verds, 8,403; For- 
tune, 6,914; Burgoo and La Poilo, 0,544; 
Ferryland, 0,470; Carbonotiu, 6,224. Of 
tho total population, 75,330 are sot down 
as Roman Catholics. 69,646 as members of 
the Church of England; 48,943 as Meth- 
odists; and 3,070 as belonging to various 
other denominations. The increase since 
the census of 1874 was 30,20!). Of tho 
total population in that year, (161,374), 
152,021 were born in Newfoundland, The 
inhabitants aro niado up mainly of two 
elements, Irish and English, and as the 
latter caino chiolly from tho' south western 
counties of England, a largo proportion of 
the population is of Celtic stock.

Snow 
water will also be found pure, though to 
a less extent, as snow is more liable to 
absorb impurities. The doctor also re- 
ferred to the danger of drinking hard 
water as being liable to cause certain dis- 
eases, and marsh water, or water polluted 
by drainage from graveyards is especially 
ilaugerousaslikelytocaii.se typhoid and 
other fevers. Sudden outbreaks of fever 
have been traced to the use of impure 
water, and when a number of persons take 
ill at the same time the examination of 
the drinking water should la; the first 
duty. From beginning to end the lec- 
turer was attentively listened to and the 
doctor deserves the thanks of teachers as 
well as children for the able manner in 
which he handled the subject.

The Mayor and Council Pay Mk and Beaver 
hakes an Annual Vislt-Tlie Result" 
Reached.

Rare old Tom Nash, who lived some- 
where in the vicinity of KiOO, voicod the 
feelings very aptly of tho nineteenth cen- 
tury visitors to Elk Lake yesterday. The 
day was a perfect one. All nature seonied 
to smile a welcome to the advocates of 
"the pure and sparkling water." An 
unclouded sky, fresh verdure everywhere, 
plants blossoming into flower, trees put- 
ting on their dress of groon,, all told that 
"sweet spring" had come again. The 
delegation comprised His Worship Mayor 
Grant, Councillors Braden, Coughlan, 
Powell, Kelly. and Penwill, City Treasur- 
er Russell, City Clork Robinson, City 
Surveyor Leech and Water Commissioner 
Sumuierfield, as also Mr. \V. F. Bullon, 
of the Albion Iron Works, and 
.Mr. J. M. O'Brien of The Colonist. 
Leaving tho city hall at !):I!0 o'clock in 
three carriages the party drove along the 
east side of Elk lake to its head and tbon 
returned by the same route and went on 
to " Steve's" where a light luncheon was 
partaken of. The dam was then visited 
and the filter beds and receiver carefully 
examined. It is understood that h now 
filter bed will be constructed to meet the 
demands necessitated by the construction 
of tho new main. Tho water commis- 
sioner has mapped out 

TI111KE DISTINCT ROUTES 
in which to lay the new pipe, and it will 
be a matter of discussion as to 
which of them shall be selected. 
The question of low aud swampy hind 
will largely come into play; it is desirable 
that the pipe be kept, out of this in order 
that in case of a 'break the part damaged 
may not bo Hooded. The water in the 
lilters and receiver was quite dirty and 
presented an oilish appearance, and above 
the dam was muddy in the extreme. A 
number of the party t mk the elegant yacht 
of the keeper and, with banners fly ing, sail 
ed through Beavor Lake to Elk and 
landed on an island at the entrance which 
was appropriately christened "Clicquot."

Thn Oond Old Day* When Kimf* mill 
Forks Were Kourei — Tho Sulteelliir. 

It was late in tho Fourteenth century 
when the first evidences of ;u". in tin; 
shape of .silver clips were noticeable on 
the buffet. The dishes were made of 
pewter or wood and spoons ot bone, 
wood or silver. Knives were rare, aud 
on that account gnosis invited to leasts 
carried their own knives. Forks came in 
general us slili later, and for long years 
after their introduction they wore con- 
sidered ridiculous affectation and foppery, 
and not nearly so convenient as one's 
own fingers. The lord and his lady 
dipped their fingers into the same pkite 
and sipped their wine from the same cup. 
Even the queenly Elizabeth, with all her 
elaborate ideas of etiquette, was content 
to carry her food to her mouth with her 
fingers, and at first despised the newly 
invented forks as unseemly and awk- 
ward. 

Very gradually the dining hall grew 
in comfort and splendor. Dishes of gold 
.'.nd silver wore made, mid so eager were 
the nobles for them that they would sac- 
rifice anything to possess them. The 
i altcellnr was for a long time the article 
of highest importance on the board. It 
was a great affnir, and it stood directly 
in the center of the table; it was the di- 
viding hue; tho nobles were seated above 
the salt, the commoners below; hence 
grew the proverb, '"Below iho salt. " Tho 
passing of salt was a ceremonious custom, 
tiie guest throwing a pinch over his left 
shoulder ami murmuring a blessing. - 

The saltcellars were of the most < llri- 
ous device. Sometimes they represe ited 
huge animals, sometimes a great, full 
blown flower, or a long, slender s em.

The first glass cups came from Venice 
during the .Sixteenth century, and from 
that time on society began to loso many 
of its primitive ways, and became, in a 
sense, more refined.
